sliall be eligible for appointment to the sait< post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if salisfieii 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law ap¬ 
plicable to such person and the other party to the ro.jri igo 
and that there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from ihe operation cf this rule, 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Gove>nii.eni is ol 
opinion that ^ is necessary .or expedient so to do, it may, by 
Older and for reasons to be jecorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with resjicot to any datw or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect rCservatioiM, 
relaxation of ago limit and other conccssains required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
m-serdeemen and other special categeyries of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Oovorament 
from time to time to time in this regard.
